J e r s e y C i t y (N. J.), March 13th.—Six 
heavy engines were sent from the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad depot this morning to clear 
the snow-drifts from the tracks. They m an­ 
aged to get half a mile from the depot when 
the rear engine encountered a heavy bank 
and was thrown from the track into the 
street. Thomas W helan, an extra tireman, 
and John Mullins, Yardmaster, were seri­ 
ously injured. It is believed W helan will 
die. The engine was badly wrecked. 


STORM STILL RAGING AT ALBANY. 


A l b a n y (N. Y.). March 13th.—The storm 
is still raging. Its equal never has been 
seen in this vicinity. The streets are com­ 
pletely blockaded. Only iwenty-four out 
of the 2ti0 members of the Legislature were 
present, and it will probablv be W ednes­ 
day before the session will be'called. 
No trains are running. 


LIGHT FAEE FOB SNOWBOUND STATESMEN. 


S c h e n e c t a d y (N. Y.), March 1 3 th .— The 
train which left Rochester yesterday m orn­ 
ing is stalled four miles east of here. About 
fifty members of the Assembly and Sen­ 
ators were on board. No provisions could 
be obtained for the snowbound party until 
this morning. They then feasted on ham 
and potatoes. 
A Rochester m illionaire and a Buffalo 
statesman cooked foi the hungry passen­ 
gers until all were provided for. This 
morning a relief train brought the passen­ 
gers to Schenectady, where five trains are 
stalled, with no prospects of getting out to­ 
day. 
TRAINLOAD OF CATTLE FROZEN. 
A stock train is snowed in near Roches­ 
ter. The stoch. T7°'e all frozen to death 
last night. 


FORTY INCHES OP SNOW AT SARATOGA. 


S a r a t o g a (N. Y.}, March 13th.—Some 
forty inches of snow has fallen here and 
the wind is blowing from all points of the 
compass.

T roy (N. Y.), March 13th.—It has been 
snowing here for forty hours, and the 
ground is covered to a depth of four feet. 


FIFTEEN-FOOT SNOWDRIFTS.

A nnie H alpin Fisher, aged about 30 
years, was found last night frozen stiff in a 
hallway. 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
P ittsburg, March 
13th.—Business on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad between this 
city and Pniladelpbia is completely par­ 
alyzed. No traius have arrived frurn the 
Fast 
since 
last night. 
Everything is 
blocked with snow. All trains are snow­ 
bound and there is little prospect of their 
getting out for twenty-four hours. 
At some places the snow drifted as high 
as six feet, and there are miles and miles 
of freight trains wailing to get through. 
Never before in the history of railroads has 
there been such a blockade. 
The cold weather will be very severe on 
trainm en and passengers, as the thermom­ 
eter at most places is oelow zero. No mails 
have arrived from the East since 6 o'clock 
lasUevening and it is estimated that sixty 
thousand letters are snowbound between 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia. 
Telegraphic communication is still cut 
almost entirely off.

THE CENTER OF THE STORM.

N e w Y o r k , March 13th.—This afternoon 
things assumed a slightly better aspect, but 
the majority of business houses are either 
closed or practically so. Not a surface rail­ 
road company made any attempt to run 
cars. The Elevated Railway trains ran 
with irregularity during the afternoon, and 
with a few sleighs were the only means of 
conveyance. 
Broadway and other great north and 
south thoroughfares are well nigh impassa­ 
ble with the mountains of snow shovelled 
from the sidewalks. 
A majority of the 
cross streets are quagmires of soft snow 
one to three feet deep. 


SNOW STILL FALLING. 
A.t 8 o’clock this evening snow is still 
falling. No m ilk has been received in this 
or the neighboring cities of Brooklyn or 
Jersey City for thirty-six hours, or if re­ 
ceived cannot be distributed on account of 
the impassable condition of the streets. 
No butchers’, m ilkm en’s, grocers'or other 
carts arc visible. 
All provisions are deliv­ 
ered by hand, the men floundering pain­ 
fully through the drifts. Coal, even, is be­ 
ing carried in a thousand places by bags, 
baskets and bucketfuls, and in the poor 
quarters on the East side the price is nearly 
doubled. 


A FUEL AND PROVISION FAMINE. 
A num ber of restaurants were compelled 
to close their doors, being unable to get 
either fuel or provisions. 
Hotels are compelled to get most of their 
fresh meats and vegetables carried by hand, 
and some are arranging for relays of men 
to bring coal from the docks in liag3.

David Kirby and E. S. O'Brien, of Vir­ 
ginia, Nev., ran a footrace for $200 a side 
and Kirby was chased by a vicious cow, 
and using all his strength to keep ahead of 
the animal, won the race. 
The State Forestry Commission is having 
the fifty acres near Chico, donated to them 
for an experimental station, placed in ex­ 
cellent shape. Houses and fences are being 
erected, 'and the Commissioners state that 
they will make it the finest station in the 
State. 
The slaughter-house of W hittier & Co., 
of Dutch Flat, was entered Sunday night 
and a quantity ot meat stolen. The meat 
was found in a den of Chinese thieves. 
Three Chinamen found in the cabin were 
arrested and the house burned to the 
ground.

Dr. Anna Kingsford recommends for 
ladies what she terms an excellent com­ 
plexion medicine, quite tasteless and agree­ 
able to take. It may be prepared by mix­ 
ing two tablespoonfuls of flowers of sul­ 
phur with a teacup of cold or slightly 
warmed boiled milk. Stir the powder 
well in the nulk until a beautiful uniform 
primrose-yellow hue is produced, and no 
lumps remain. Take this medicine fasting, 
about an hour before breakfast. Three 
meals a day should 
suffice—breakfast, 
lunch and dinner; or, if dinner should be 
taken instead of lunch in the middle of 
the day, then supper should not be later 
than three hours before going to bed. 
For 
breakfast I recommend pure coffee, un­ 
mixed with chicory, and boiled milk, in 
the proportion of half-and-half of each. 
Toast or bread—preferably brown—with a 
frugal allowance of butter, should accom­ 
pany the cafe au lait. The toast must not 
be eaten hot, nor the bread new, and the 
butter must not be salted, but fresh. 
Watercress is strongly recommended as an 
adjunct; it is a great purifier of the com­ 
plexion. 
If watercress is not obtainable, 
then 
let dandelion be eaten, or let­ 
tuce, endive, beetroot 
or any 
other 
freshly 
prepared salad. 
Oil may 
be 
freely used as dressing, but not vine­ 
gar, for which, if acidity is desired, 
lemon juice should be substituted. After 
the salad, porridge, hominy, frumenty on 
wheat 
mush will be found agreeable 
to most tastes. 
Bread and milk are also 
wholesome. 
Honey, baked apples, jam, 
lightly boiled or poached lien’s eggs are 
commendable. 
But every kind of salad 
and pickled food is to lie excluded from 
the meal, whether fish, flesh of fowl, nor 
raw nor smoked meats can he tolerated, 
and all such things as anchovies, bologna 
sausage, every kind of jKirk and ham, pate 
de foie gras, and other greasy and rich 
comjiounds must be vigorously avoided. 
Approximate the 
regimen adopted as 
much as possible to a fruit, milk and 
farinaceous diet. 
At lunch and dinner 
drink filter water or good sound claret, but 
not more than three wineglassfuls a day of 
the latter. 
Refuse cider, berry and’ all 
malt liquors. 
If claret be not liked, then 
take instead some light Rhine of good 
quality. Eat fish preferably to meat, mutton 
rather than beef, and poultry rather than 
game. Never take veal, or pork, or any 
dish containing tripe, liver, brains or 
kidneys. 
Partake plentifully of green 
vegetables, 
such as spinach, 
cabbage, 
Brussels sprouts, cauliflowers, sea-kale, etc.. 
but be sure they are thoroughly cooked 
and are not served with much butter or 
salt. Remember that all greasy or salted 
foods are highly injurious to the com­ 
plexion.—Herald, off Health.

President Diaz said the Mexican authori­ 
ties would gladly detail officers to aid Mar­ 
shal Meade in his efforts to capture any 
train robbers if aid was asked, but the in­ 
dependent and defiant action of the Mar­ 
shal in pursuing the robbers w ithout treaty 
stipulations or permission, Mexico could 
not overlook, particularly as the Conserva­ 
tive party at the City of Mexico jealously 
watches the United States. 
The Mexican State Department says, 
though the Lnited States and Mexico made 
a convention some time ago, permitting 
troops in either country to pursue hostile 
Indians into the adjoiningcountry, the con­ 
vention has expired. Anyhow, it did not 
cover Marshal Meade’s mission. 
Governor Carillo told Consul Mackey at 
Paso del Norte that he had sent a descrip­ 
tion of the Stein’s Pass r bbers to all the 
towns in Northern Mexico, with orders to 
arrest them if they are seen.

and 1865 shall be returned to the States. 
The civil war was the call for this contri­ 
bution to the national treasury, and since it 
performed its part in the preservation of 
the national life, and since the public funds 
are now in a state of overflow and the exact 
am ount paid by each State can be ascer­ 
tained to a positive certainty, there is no 
reason whatever why the money should 
not be refunded. The total am ount in­ 
volved is between fifteen and sixteen m ill­ 
ion dollars, and California would receive 
about $300,000: but the measure is so emi­ 
nently just and the Government so amply 
able to pay that there should be no hesita­ 
tion about the acceptance of the bill.”

It was not woven, but 
stamped out of a sheet of low-grade steel, 
so that it would not be too brittle. 
This is 
only an experiment,” he said, “ and was 
turned out of a small Pittsburg mill and 
sent to me to show what can be done in 
th at line. 
In the course of time other pat­ 
terns will be 
made, heavier, perhaps, 
but certainly more tenacious than this 
piece.

A G rea t A m e lio r a tio n In th e P r e v a le n c e 
o f D is e a s e D u r in g F e b r u a r y . 
Dr. Gerrard G. Tyrrell, Perm anent Sec­ 
retary of the State Board of H ealth, in his 
report for February says: 
Mortality reports received from eighty 
cities and towns show a gratifying decrease 
in the death rate for the month, including, 
as it does, those killed by the disaster at 
Vallejo. The decedents in an estimated 
population ot 722,500 were 1.084, giving a 
percentage of 1.5 per 1,000. The percent­ 
age for the m onth previous was 1.8. 
The mortality from consumption was 
high during the month, 107 deaths being 
attributed to it. 
Pneumonia caused 117 deaths, which is 
a large decrease from the record of the 
previous month. 
Thirty-seven deaths are attributed to 
bronchitis, which is a slight decrease from 
last report. 
Congestion of the lungs is credited with 
six deaths only, which is a large decrease 
in fatality, and may be attributed to the 
meteorological conditions existing during 
the month, which were quite favorable to 
those suffering from pulm onary disease. 
Whooping-cough was fatal’ in one in­ 
stance. 
Diphtheria was much more fatal than 
small-pox. being the cause of forty-three 
deaths, fitteen being credited to San Fran­ 
cisco, four to Sacramento, four to Willits, 
three to Oakland, two to Maxwell, Los 
Angeles and Calico, and one each to Azusa, 
Cedarville, Colton, Chico, Los Gatos, Riv­ 
erside, San Diego, Santa Clara, San Jose, 
Sausalito and Fresno. 
Scarlet fever caused six deaths during the 
month. 
Measles is 
credited with 
twenty- wo 
deaths, which is a decrease of ten from 
he 
preceding month. 
Small-pox was fatal in thirteen instances, 
which is a marked decrease from the deaths 
in January, when the mortality reached 
thirty-six lrom this disease. In San Fran­ 
cisco nine deaths were recorded, two in Los 
Angeles, one in Riverside, and one in 
lone. 
Typho-malarial fever caused two deaths. 
Typhoid fever is credited with twenty- 
two deaths, which is a m arked decrease 
from last report. 
Remittent fever is recorded as causing six 
deaths. 
Cerebro-spinal fever had a mortality of 
eighteen, which is a large increase over last 
report of deaths from this disease. 
Alcoholism caused the death of eleven 
persons. 
H eart disease was fatal in foity-seven in­ 
stances. 
Erysipelas caused only one death. 
The following cities and towns report no 
deaths during the month of February : An­ 
derson, Bodie, Colfax, Castroville, Downie- 
ville, Gonzales, Healdsburg, Hopland, Le- 
tuoore, Lockeford, Millville, North Bloom­ 
field, Susanvilie, Truckee, and Williams. 


p r e v a i l i n g d i s e a s e s . 
Reports received from over one hundred 
localities, in different parts of the State, 
indicate a very great amelioration in the 
prevalence of disease. 
The absence of violent storms, severe 
rains, and the usually warm weather that 
prevailed during the month of Februarv, 
had a salutary effect in lessening the ten­ 
dency to diarrlin-a and dysentery, and 
mitigating the frequency and severity of 
pulm onary affections. 
Diarrhuea and dysentery are mentioned in 
reports from Lemoore, Arbuckle, Ander­ 
son, Tulare, Fresno, lone, and other towns. 
The diseases are, however, not prevalent, 
occurring only in sporadic form. 
Measles are epidemic throughout the 
State, and, in some cases, as so severe as to 
be mistaken for small-pox; especially in 
those cases where the eruption is very 
dark and markedly papular. It is a strange 
fact that there is seldom an epidemic of 
small-pox that is not preceded, or accom­ 
panied, by measles. 
This was the case in 
the great epidemic of 1070, when, accord­ 
ing to I)r. Thomas Sydenham, the measles 
of that date introduced a kind of small-pox 
which he chose to entitle "Anomalous 
Small-pox,” as he found it different in some 
particulars from the epidemic form that 
preceded it. This distinguished physician 
was the first to describe the differences that 
existed between measles, scarlet fever and 
small-pox, and laid down rules to distin­ 
guish one from the other. Up to this time, 
measles and small-pox were often described 
together, as if one was the modified form 
of the other. 
Scarlet fever, in sporadic form, is noticed 
in Sacramento, Oakland, San Francisco, 
Sissons, W heatland, Fort Bidwell, Ontario, 
Los Gatos, Etna Mills, Soledad, Locke­ 
ford, Anderson, Salinas. College City and 
Maxwell. The disease is of a mild type, 
and attended w;ith a very limited fatality. 
Diphtheria continues to prevail, but in 
an endemic form only. Although inspir­ 
ing much less fear than small-pox, it is re­ 
ally much more fatal. 
In San Francisco 
thirty-seven cases were reported during the 
month, and of these fifteen died—a mortal­ 
ity ot over 40 per cent. In Sacramento, 
some twelve cases were reported, with four 
deaths. The disease is also present in Az­ 
usa, Calico, Cedarvilie, Cloverdale, Chico, 
Los Gatos, Oakland, Maxwell, Riverside, 
San Diego, San Jose, Sonora, Stockton, 
Santa Clara, Sausalito, Willits, 
Fresno, 
Truckee, Etna Mills, Millville, Elk Grove 
and Anderson, 
lu these towns the disease 
appears to be of a mild type and not as fa­ 
tal as usual. 
Croup is mentioned as present wherever 
diphtheria prevails. 
It is the most fatal of 
all forms of diphtheria. The isolation ot 
the patient and the most rigid sanitary su­ 
pervision cannot be too earnestly eD joined 
in dealing with these cases. 
Small-pox, we are glad to say, is on the 
decrease, and at present shows no evidence 
of epidemic. In San Francisco, during the 
m onth of February, 115 cases only were 
reported ; of these *18 were Chinese—15 ot 
them directly importing the disease lrom 
China. San Francisco is a city that shows 
pre-eminently the value of 
vaccination 
aud revacination, and its positive power to 
preserve a community from an epidemic of 
the disease. San Francisco has had sm all­ 
pox in her midst for nine m onths; many 
of her streets reeking with filth, hundreds 
of her tenement houses hotbeds of conta­ 
gious disease, and yet small pox is kept 
well under control, solely by the good sense 
of her people in getting vaccinated and re­ 
vaccinated. If it were not tor the constant 
importation ot fresh cases from China. S in 
Francisco would very shortly exhibit a 
clean bill of health, so far as small-pox is 
concerned. 
In Stockton eight cases were reported 
during the month. 
Dr. Ruggles. the effi­ 
cient Health Officer of that city, says the 
disease is under control, and with the ex­ 
tensive protection afforded by vaccination, 
he does not fear any further spread of tne 
disease. In Sacramento two cases were re­ 
ported in the early part of the month. 
They are convalescent, and no new cases 
have appeared. 
San Diego reported seven 
cases in the early part of the month. They 
are convalescent, and no new cases appear­ 
ing since the 0th of Februarv, the city may 
be declared free from the disease. 
In Los Angeles there have been several 
cases; 
the exact num ber has not been 
furnished this office, but will probably 
not exceed twenty. 
Vaccination has been 
so actively carritd on in Los Angeles that 
no epidemic need be expected there. 
In 
San Pedro one case was observed. 
In San 
Fernando a case occurred; also one in 
Santa Barbara, three in Riverside, five in 
Salinas, and sporadic cases in Napa, Red­ 
wood, Santa Cruz, Cloverdale, W heatland, 
Sissons, Red Bluff, Lockeford. Redding, 
lone, Sierra Ciiy, Lincoln, Fresno and 
Tulare City, in the latter three cases were 
■■“ported. 
In Duusmuir Dr. Van Meter re­ 
ports three cases; in Gibson, three cases. 
It is also reported in Edgewood, Mokel- 
um ne Hill, San Andreas and Murphy’s. 
In Oakland there were seven cases during 
the month of February, which is a de­ 
crease of one-half 
from the 
previous 
month. 
Vaccination is vigorously en­ 
forced, eo that there is hardly a chance 
for 
the 
disease 
becoming 
epidemic 
in that city. 
In San Jose the num ­ 
ber of cases has not been 
reported, 
but probably did not exceed a dozen. 
We 
‘notice that the “ inevitable fool” predicted 
in a late circular, has arisen, and, through 
the press, is endeavoring by misleading 
statements to destroy public confidence in 
vaccination. This unwise course, beiug 
absolutely false in fact, is nothing less than 
favoring the spread of small-pox and bring­ 
ing misfortune and ieath where it might 
have been prevented. In Sheffield, England 
where small pox was epidemic, owing to 
the prevalence of anti-vaccination theories, 
it was found that out of ninety-five thou­ 
sand vaccinated children only one hundred 
and eightv-nine contracted small-pox, and 
of this number two died, whereas out of 
five thonsand children unvaccinated one 
hundred aud seventy two contracted the 
disease and seventy died. But to still fur­ 
ther exhibit the protective tow er of vaccin­ 
ation, it was found that of two hundred 
and 
ninety 
Postoffice 
officials, 
in­ 
cluding 
postmen, 
carriers, messengers, 
telegraph 
operators, 
etc., 
who 
can­ 
not 
obtain 
employment 
except 
they 
are successfully 
vaccinated, and whose

COWARDLY ASSAULT. 
Rnfflans A ttack a Citizen W ho Chal­ 
lenges Illegal Voters. 
Among the most faithful and fearless of 
those who were stationed at the polls yes­ 
terday by the Independent Republican 
Central Committee to see that illegal votes 
were not cast, was George W. Kicks, who 
was assigned to duty as challenger at the 
First Precinct polls. During the forenoon 
he arrested one Eugene Latour for at­ 
tempting to cast an illegal vote. Latour 
gave his residence as the St. George build­ 
ing and it was known that he did not live 
there. At the time the arrest was made 
Dennis L. McCormack tried to assist La­ 
tour in resisting arrest and in defending 
himself Ficks struck McCormack in the 
breast. 
Mr. Ficks says this was the last he saw 
of McCormick until evening. He had ar­ 
rested Frank Farley and sent him to the 
station-house, and subsequently weutdown 
to swear to a complaint against him . On 
his return, as he was coming through I 
street, he saw McCormick and another man 
(who subsequently gave the name of Ed. 
Northrup) on the sidewalk in front of him. 
As he attempted to pass them McCormick 
stepped up to him and said: “ Y ou---------- 
, we have got you now,” and struck 
at him. Ficks jumped upon a bench near 
by, and McCormick drew a revolver and 
aimed it at Kicks' head, while the latter 
threw his hands behind him to show that 
he was unarmed. Mr. Ficks then jumped 
down and started for the police station 
again and met officer Ash, who immedi­ 
ately pursued McCormick and arrested him 
on Front street, near J. Northrup gave 
himself up. 
Mr. Picks went before Judge Buckley and 
swore out a complaint charging McCormick 
with an assault with a deadly weapon. 
Northrup was discharged, after being sum ­ 
moned as a witness. McCormick was sub­ 
sequently released on $500 bail, to appear 
and answer to the charge this morning, 
Charles F. Webber and K. H. W illiams be­ 
coming his sureties.

A Sweeping Victor; for Good 
Government. 


THE BOSSES DOWHED III EVERY WARD 


The San Francisco Bullies Fail to Get 
in Their Work — Result 
the Election. 


The municipal election in this city yes­ 
terday was one of the most important in 
the history of Sacramento and resulted in 
a complete victory for good government 
and the total defeat of the “ bosses.” Sel­ 
dom has there been so much interest taken 
in any election by the business men of the 
city, who turned out in force and set the 
seal of their condemnation upon the cor­ 
rupt practices of the ring. Every man 
upon the combined Democratic and Inde­ 
pendent Republican ticket was elected by 
majorities ranging from 114 to 1,253. 
The fact that the bosses had imported 
lot of roughs from San Francisco 
to bnlldose our citizens and intimidate 
voters aroused the indignation of all good 
citizens, and they rallied around the polls 
to protect the purity of the ballot-box. 
The greatest interest was manifested in 
the First and Second Wards, where the 
bosses, with their employed emissaries, 
practiced all the corrupt methods known 
to the ward-s triker. 
Men were voted, 
many of them swearing in their votes, 
who are non-residents, voting on the names 
of dead men or those who long since left 
Sacramento, but whose names appear on 
the overgrown Great Register. 
The total vote of the city was 4,444, or 
: vote3 less than that of one year ago, 
when Mayor Gregory was elected. 
Tim Lee was elected Chief of Police by a 
majority of 1,189, while Comstock beat 
Todd 1.253. 
The bosses made their greatest right in 
favor of Huntoon, who was defeated by 
Weil by 908 majority. 
E. C. Hart, candidate for City Attorney 
on the bosses’ ticket, was only' beaten by 
114 votes, owi' g to his personal popularity 
and good official record.

Sketch of the Lately Deceased Sacra­ 
m ento Baseball Flayer. 
Our dispatches contained yesterday the 
announcement of the sudden death of Mal­ 
colm Lincoln Anderson, late of this city 
but at the time of his death a member of 
the Haverly Baseball Club. Following is a 
sketch of deceased's life ; 
He was born in Oakland, April 13, 1865, 
the night that John Wilkes Booth fatally 
wounded President Lincoln. He came 
prominently before the lovers of baseball 
the opening of last season, and n ade quite 
a record as third baseman. He was a re­ 
markably fine fielder and a fair hitter. He 
was a left-handed hitter, but in fielding a 
ball threw with his right. He had a very 
peculiar attitude at hat, a pendulum-like 
motion. Last season he ranked seventh as 
a third baseman, playing thirty games, 
more than any other fielder in the position, 
excepting Sweeney,who played a like num ­ 
ber. He accepted 115 of a possible 155 
chances, his percentage being .742. He also 
played in the out-field during the season. 
He ranked sixteenth in the order of batting. 
In thirty-seven games he was 15S at bat. 
scored thirty-three runs and made forty-two 
hits, his average being .265. 
On the 8th ult. Manager Harris, of the 
Haverlys. went to Sacramento and signed 
him for 1888. He was looked upon by ail 
as a model young man, uud was univer­ 
sally admired. His only living relative is 
his mother, who resides in Brockport, 
Maine. 
The inquest was held in Oakland last 
evening. Just what disposition will be 
made of the body is not known. Upon 
Manager Harris devolves the sad duty of 
breaking the intelligence to the aged 
mother in the far East.

He was taken before 
Justice of the Peace C. N. Post, where he 
confessed that his name was Abbott, that 
he just came from Los Angeles, and that 
he had been paid $2 to vote under the name 
of Brannigan. He was held to answer. 
A man was arrested at the Third Precinct 
polls for attempting to vote under the name 
of John T. Carey. R. S. Carey, father of 
the Cnited States District Attorney, who is 
in San Francisco, happened to be standing 
near, and at once caused the man's arrest. 
He was taken to the police station, and was 
soon after released on a deposit of $50, 
put up by parties whose names were not 
learned. 
Deputy Sherifi' Sullivan arrested a man 
named Albright for attempting to vote ille­ 
gally, and took him before Justice of the 
Peace Post, who held him to answer. 
A man attempted to vote at Precinct 
under the name of Thomas Reynolds, and 
was arrested and taken to the police station 
by Clinton L. W hite. He fought desper­ 
ately on the way to the prison, but was 
finally safely lodged, and did not succeed 
in getting bail. 
After the man arrested for attempting to 
vote on the name of John T. Carey had 
been discharged on a deposit of $50, Judge 
Buckley ordered that the bail in the cases 
of persons arrested for attempting to vote 
illegally be fixed at $500. The action of 
Judge Buckley in this matter was warmly 
commended by good citizens. 
City Justice of the Peace, Charles N. Post, 
promptly committed to the County Jail all 
who were brought before him on charges 
of attempting to vote illegally. 
Men giving the following names were 
arrested for illegal voting and locked up in 
the County Jail during the day ; William 
Redding, Charles R. Henry, Thos. Delaney, 
Frank Abbott, Eugene Latour, James 
Turner, alias James Ogellen, Oscar W. 
Stafford and James Morrison. 
Oscar W. Stafford, who was arrested for 
attempting to vote illegally, had just ar­ 
rived from El Dorado county, with his 
wife. His baggage was still at the depot 
and he had to send an order from the 
County Jail so that he could get it. He 
had taken his wife to the DeWitt House 
and then started out to vote. He admitted 
that he came down here for the purpose of 
taking part in the election. 
Lincoln W hite did good service at the 
polls in the Fourth Ward. 
One Morrisey attempted to cast an illegal 
vote at the First Precinct, and was stopped 
by Thomas Fox, Chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic Central Committee, who afterwards 
swore out a warrant for his arrest. He was 
taken before City Justice Post, who fixed his 
bail at $750, in default of which he went to 
the county jail.

A large crowd assembled in front of the 
R ecord-Union office soon after the polls 
closed, and remained until the last returns 
were in. As the news was received from 
each precinct and was read off from the 
desk in the business office, the wildest en­

A Model Sm all Farm In the Foothills of 
A m ador County. 
Quite a number of fruit men have gone 
into the Smyrna fig business on a very lim­ 
ited scale. The trouble is that very few of 
the genuine Smyrna figs are to be found in 
California, and they come high. The New­ 
castle News says : “ H. E. Parker, of Pen- 
ryn, showed us some specimens of his 
Smyrna figs the other day, and they are 
beauties. They are thin-skinned, and as 
transparent and rich in sugar as any figs we 
have ever seen. The specimens shown us 
had undergone no manipulation in curing. 
They were simply placed in the sun and 
left there for a period of eight days—they 
were neither rubbed, dipped nor sulphur­ 
ized. Mr. Parker has had many applica­ 
tions for cuttings from his trees, but he has 
resisted all temptations of fancy prices, and 
is determined to kfep them intact. Only a 
few days ago he received a letter from a 
prominent nurseryman at San Jose asking 
him to set a price on his Smyrna trees, root 
and branch. Mr. Parker’s reply was that 
his trees were not for sale at ant’ price.” 
Jackson Dennis, of Sutter Creek, some 
years ago succeeded in getting fifty young 
Smyrna fig trees, the genuine article. He 
cut as much wood off each year as the trees 
would stand and to-day has a young fig 
orchard ot ten acres. A representative of 
the R eco r d-U n io n visited this fig orchard 
in July last and found all the trees growing 
nicely. Mr. Dennis thinks he has a for­ 
tune in figs and no doubt he has. He has 
a model farm of some forty acres just on 
the outskirts of the town of Sutter Creek, 
which is farmed most carefully, lie raises 
all kinds of citrus and deciduous fruits, 
has a model dairy, a churning apparatus 
worked by water power and which can 
also be applied to a wood-saw by shifting 
the belt. He has no water to buy, the liv­ 
ing springs upon the place supplying suffi­ 
cient to irrigate ten acres of alfalfa and all 
his orchards and a garden patch, besides 
supplying two fish ponds that are well 
stocked, one with gold-fish, the other carp. 
Mr. Dennis’ farm is only one of many oth­ 
ers of equal value in the foothills of El Do­ 
rado and Amador counties.

The Tin-H orn G am blers from San F ran­ 
cisco Raid Sacram ento. 
[San Francisco Examiner, March 13th. | 
The election which lakes place in Sacra­ 
mento to-day for two City Trustees, City 
Attorney, Chief of Police and Police J udge 
possesses an amazing amount of interest 
for the tin-horn gamblers of this city, who 
for the past two days have been emigrating 
in droves to the Capital city. 
The Oakland boat yesterday afternoon 
took the last batch of as tine a gang of 
toughs as ever robbed a “ sucker” at 
monte, the strap game or bunko. 
They all went up for the purpose of as­ 
sisting A. J., or, as lie is generally known, 
Frank Rhoads, the Republican boss of 
Sacramento, to carry the election. 
The registration and election methods of 
Sacramento are decidedly ineffective, and a 
talented corps of Republican workers and 
repeaters might do great work in the First 
and Second Wards, where Rhoads is partic­ 
ularly strong. 
In the Third and Fourth Wards where 
the respectability of the Republican party 
lives, Rhoads and his satellites rode rough­ 
shod over the people at the primary there, 
and his successful effort to force upon the 
Republicans of the city a ticket satis­ 
factory to him and not to them led to a 
revolt. 
W ith excellent judgment the Democrats 
put up a good ticket and to strengthen it 
they placed on the ticket for Chief of Po­ 
lice an old and popular Sacramentan named 
Tim Lee, who is strongly opposed to Boss 
Rhoads.

In m y m uch loved fath er, w hom 
I bew ail, w hom m y royal house w ith m e la­ 
m ents in deepest sorrow , th e ta ith fn l P russian 
people h av e lost th e ir fam e-crow ned K ing—th e 
G erm an n atio n th e founder o f its u u itv , au d 
th e new ly-risen em p ire its first G erm an E m ­ 
peror. 
H is illu strio u s nam e w ill rem ain inseparably 
b o und up w ith all th e g reatness o f th e G erm an 
F a th e rla n d , in w hose new creatio n th e stren u ­ 
o us labora o f th e P russia a people an d P rinces 
h av e m et w ith th e m ost sp len d id rew ards. 
HIS FATHER’S WORK. 
W hile K ing W illiam , h e raised th o P russian 
arm y to b ig h ts o f its earn est vocation by never- 
tirin g c a re ; th e n atio n ’s fath er, h e ¡aid a sure 
fo u n d atio n for th e victories w hich w ere a fter­ 
w ard g ained by th e G erm an arm s, u u d er his 
leadership, a u d ou t o f w h ich sprang th e n a ­ 
tio n al unity.

B e r l i n , March 13th.—The back portion 
in the Cathedral has been converted into a 
sloping platform, which is covered with 
black serge and is intended for the recep­ 
tion of the iioral offerings of the public. 
On the other side of the altar stand laurel 
trees and lofty exotics, imbedded in a mass 
of tlowers in full bloom, including camellias 
and thousands of snow blossoms. Palm 
branches of colossal dimensions conceal 
the granite columns. 
A continuous stream of Deople passed 
over the bridge which had ‘been erected 
in the Cathedral, and which affords a view 
of the catafalque. No person is allowed to 
stop. 
TRIBUTES OF LOVE. 
Prince W illiam stood for an hour super­ 
intending the arrangements and giving the 
final orders, during which time tifty sta!- 
wart Guards du Corps, dressed in showy 
uniforms and helmets bearing silver eagles, 
were present. All the men, picked from 
the first families of the land, laid floral 
wreaths at the feet of the dead Emperor, 
and then knelt and recited short prayers. 


VIEWING THE REMAINS. 
Prince W illiam ordered that the thick 
white veil, almost concealing the Emperor's 
face, he removed. This was replaced after 
the guards had taken their final look at the 
dead. The same thing was afterwards done 
when the contingents of Emperor W ill­ 
iam ’s favorite regiment arrived, and were 
present on the same sad errand. 


THE NEW EMPEROlt’s CONDITION. 
Emperor Frederick passed a good D ig h t. 
H e is fairly well. Fie received a deputa­ 
tion of Berlin Alderman at Charlottenburg 
Palace to-day. The Emperor will not leave 
Charlottenburg for some days, 


HIS PHYSICIANS SATISFIED. 


B e r l in , March loth. — The Emperor 
passed a good day at Charlottenburg. His 
voice is audible, but very hoarse. The 
physicians are satisfied with his condition. 
The Emperor will take the oath, according 
to the Prussian Constitution, on Saturday.

In accordance with 
this decision, Von Putkam er, Minister of 
the Interior, aud probably Von Gosseler, 
Minister of Ecclesiastical Affairs, will soon 
resign. There is no question of Bismarck's 
remaining. 
The Emperor takes an especially strong 
position against the war party and the ultra 
orthodox Conservatives’ H is attitude is 
approved by the Chancellor. In view of 
this fact, General Von Albdyle. head of the 
Military Cabinet, and Count Von Wulder- 
see, Quartermaster-General, are also ex­ 
pected to resign. 
The Emperor works daily until mid 
night. He walks briskly, and seldom uses 
the elevator.
